College S tation — Grain pro­ 
ducers should carefully weigh 
the advantages and disvantag- 
es of the recently announced 
feed grain program and apply 
them to their own situations 
before m aking a decision on 
w hether or not to participate. 
According to Texas 
Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service econo­ 
mists. there is only one best 
way to m ake the determ ina­ 
tion:, — take a pencil and pap­ 
er and do some figuring. Figure 
the gains and loses that m ight 
bo 
expected 
to 
result 
from 
participation or non-participa­ 
tion in the program. 
The economists point out the 
effect of the program on net 
farm income may depend on 
several 
factors. The 
farm er 
who participates may earn ex 
tea income from some of the 
following 
sources; 
paym ents 
for diverting corn or grain sor­ 
ghum acreage into conserva­ 
tion uses; higher support p ric­ 
es for grain sold under the pro­ 
gram and earnings from labor 
saved and put to other uses 
In addition, there may be sav­ 
ings 
in 
out-of-pocket 
costs 
which would have been spent 
for producing and harvesting 
corn and grain sorghum from 
tile diverted acres. 
On the other hand, thcv say 
farm ers 
going into the p ro ­ 
gram should take into account 
mch 
losses as the 
costs of 
plow ing up corn or grain sor­ 
ghum already planted; costs 
of m aintaining acres diverted 
to conservation uses: costs of 
extra 
livestock 
feed 
which 
might have to be purchased to 
replace production from div ert­ 
ed acres or sold under the pro­ 
gram and the reduced income 
from corn and or grain sor­ 
ghum as a result of the reduc­ 
ed acreage. 
The economists suggest th at 
every 
grain farm er do some 
checking on 
the items listed 
and others which may apply to 
his particular farm to see how 
his earnings might be affect­ 
ed 
The expected gains from 
participating in 
the program 
should he totaled along w ith 
losses in income that m ight oc­ 
cur. 
Simple 
subtraction will 
show the net gain or loss that 
can 
be expected. The econo­ 
mists point out that only costs 
and return items affected by 
the feed grain program should 
be considered and these m ay 
I involve 
other 
items 
of 
the 
farm business besides the corn ; 
and or grain sorghum e n te r­ 
prises. 
A nother 
advantage 
which 
should be seriously considered, 
say the economists, is the in­ 


s ta te 
revenue funds which 
support the public school pro­ 
gram are derived from fifty 
different sources. 


suranee phase of the program. 
Participation in the program 
will insure income even though 
the corn or grain sorghum crop 
is a failure. T here m ay also be 
savings 
in production 
credit 
needed because of the advance 
cash paym ents allowed under 
the program and future crop 
yields may be improved as a 
result of conservation practic 
es craried out on the diverted 
acres. 
Economists emphasize that 
no 
corn 
or 
grain 
sorghum 
grower should pass up an op­ 
portunity to get the facts on 
the program, and in turn, urge 
that the information gained be 
used in making a thorough an­ 
alysis of their own situation. 
Information on the feed grain 
program may be obtained from 
county A gricultural Stabiliza­ 
tion and Conservation offices 
and local county a ricultural 
agents.

grain producing counties of the 
state.

COUNTY AGENT GIVES HINTS 


ON NEW FEED GRAIN PROGRAM 


The new feed grain program 
offers cooperating farm ers op­ 
portunities to m ake good use 
of the acres th ey ’ve diverted 
from feed grains, according to 
Jones 
County 
Agent, 
Kirby 
Clayton. 
What are some possibilities 
for those “retired" acres: Clay­ 
ton 
lists 
these 
conservation 
uses: Perm anent type rotation 
cover of grasses and legumes; 
Temporary cover of 
grasses, 
Ie .mines, 
or 
sm all 
grains; 
W ater storage; 
Wildlife food 
or habitat plantings. Trees or 
shrubs; Cropland in volunteer 
natural cover or in protected 
summer fallow if county com­ 
mittee determ ines 
it 
is not 
practicable to establish cover. 
Clayton 
says th a t 
if the 
farmer plans to retu rn the di­ 
verted land to feed and fiber 
crops in the future, he might 


consider putting it in legumes. 
If lie plans to put the land in 
perm anent 
pasture, 
be 
may 
w ant to consider putting it in 
grasses or grass and legume 
m ixtures. 
Ho explains that close grow ­ 
ing crops such as grasses and 
legum es will keep out weeds; 
hold erosion to a minimum, 
and reduce w ater run-off and 
flooding of lower fields. In ad­ 
dition. grass-legume offers feed 
and cover for wild game. 
H ow ever, Clavton points out 
th a t if erosion damage is ex 
tensive, the legume-grass cov­ 
er m ay be too costly. In th at 
ease, he says that the farm er 
m ay w ant to consider putting 
the diverted acres in trees. 
“W ith 
good land 
m anage 
m ent, the farm er can conserve 
th e productivity of the retired 
land until it is needed”
